This year’s Music Festival was given December 19 and 20 for 
the students and also for the P.T.S.A. on Tuesday evening, Decem¬ 
ber 18.

Thus far, 
Mr. Gerry Symons has discussed 
photography and Mr. Abe Aron¬ 
ofsky astronomy. The discus¬ 
sions have proven successful. 
Other prospective topics are 
dance, classical music, folk 
music, gems and minerals, bo¬ 
tany, and art. 

The Arista Society hopes to 
make this year a more interest¬ 
ing experience for its members 
and be of more aid to the en¬ 
tire school population. 


The program, still in an ex¬ 
perimental stage, was recently 
designed by Dr. Peter Rosen¬ 
baum of Columbia University. 
The basic principle is simply 
to have two students of the 
same level working together and 
inter-changing the roles of teach¬ 
er and student. The main idea 
behind this system is to have 
each individual work at his own 


pace. 

Of the eighteen remedial math 
classes in Bushwick (both in the 
annex and in the main building), 
nine are using the P.M.I. system.

Classes will be held 
in room 420 and will delve into 
all facets of the photographic 
process such as developing, con¬ 
tact printing and enlarging. 

Along with the Photography 
classes, the Photo-offset process 
will be taught, which uses the 
photographic equipment as the 
basis for large scale copying of 
printed materials. As one can 
vsee from the want ads in the 
paper, people who have experi¬ 
ence in photography and photo- 
oft'set work are in demand for 
employment. 

Interested students should con¬ 
tact Mr. Marks in Room 409 as 
soon as possible and should also 
inform their grade advisors. 

Other areas in which students 
can gain knowledge and experi¬ 
ence can be found in the Metal 
Shop, Room 512, the Wood 
Shop, Room 514, and Ceramics 
in Room 516. Students who 
aim for a career in a technical 
area, such as, engineering or 
science, should familiarize them¬ 
selves with the technique that 
is common to all technical areas 
—Mechanical Drawing. All of 
these subjects are offered for a 
1, 2 or 3 year sequence and 
count as major credit toward a 
high school diploma.

The four students, Jeffrey Mendoza, Sandra Torres, Kevin Tucker 
and Eddie Gutierrez, have been placed in various offices throughout 
the city to work with executives. They work daily, usually from 
9 to 5, not as students but as executives themselves. 

Miss Anne Reinstein is the co-ordinator of the Internship 
Program. She meets weekly with sixteen interns from various 
schools, and they discuss such issues as abortion, women in prison 
and things related to the students’ internship. 

Kevin Tucker views the program saying, “Executive Internship 
is a good program to get into. It has taught me a lot about life. 
It has taught me about outside life and the world in general. I 
get to see it as many people don’t get to see it.” Kevin works at 
Job Development in The Fortune Society and will conduct a class 
later this month on his internship. 

There are many jobs which would be of interest to girls also. 
Sandra Torres, who works with children at the John F. Kennedy 
Day Care Center, looks at the program this way, “What I like about 
the program is that I get to meet many different people. I enjoy 
the staff meetings and the kids I work with. I like to see their 
reactions to learning and their abilities. It’s just beautiful.” 

Although the student intern is not in school, certain research 
and a term project are required. Membership in the program is for 
one term. Miss Reinstien will accept applications from juniors and 
seniors some time this month. Mr. Buchman in room S-3 and your 
guidance counsellor can assist you in joining. 


The students in these classes 
were selected on the basis of their 
scores on the M.A.T. (Metro¬ 
politan Achievement Tests) taken 
last September. They will be 
tested again in January. The 
results of the January test will 
be evidence of the program’s 
efficiency. These scores will help 
to decide if the program is fit to 
be adopted in schools through¬ 
out the system or abolished. 


Co-ordinating the program here 
at Bushwick are Miss Pat Laita 
and Miss Nina Oliva. The spon¬ 
sor is E.D.C. ^ 

All concerned are optimistic. 
Miss Laita said, “It’s a very 
worthwhile program with lots of 
possibilities.” The students show 
enthusiasm and are enchanted 
by the idea of teaching each 
other while moving along at their 
own pace.

BEOG 

Notice 

January and June 1973 gra¬ 
duates who are full time stu¬ 
dents in a post-secondary insti¬ 
tution are entitled to a BEOG 
(Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grant). Unfortunately, the in¬ 
formation became available dur¬ 
ing the summer after high 
schools had closed. The Federal 
Government’s advertising cam¬ 
paign did not reach all 1973 
graduates, many of whom have 
not taken advantage of the op¬ 
portunity offered to them. In 
many cases this will insure that 
current college freshmen will 
receive a grant of approximately 
$260. February 1, 1973 is the 
deadline for BEOG application. 
Students whose relatives, friends, 
or acquaintances are presently 
college freshman should inform 
them of this opportunity. 


But, this is not to say that 
faculty are the only ones at 
fault (whether in athletics or 
academic functions). Students 
are also to blame, especially the 
egoists on athletic teams who 
swear they’re so “big and bad’’ 
and want an article on them¬ 
selves from cover to cover.

Executive Reports 


One of Bushwick’s young “executives” in the Executive High 
School Internship Program this term is Jeffrey Mendoza of Offi¬ 
cial 7-6. The following are some of Jeffery’s comments on the 
program and its effect on his education: ^ 

Let me introduce myself before I tell you about the Fiigh 
School Executive Program in which I participate. I am Jeffrey 
Mendoza, and I decided to get into this program only because I 
wanted to change things. What I really mean is change the same 
routine of going to school and knowing what to expect from the 
day, change the drag of facing the same teachers and the same 
students every day of the week. 

I am in internship with the National Park Service, which is 
part of the United States Department of the Interior, and my spon¬ 
sor is Jon Montgomery, who is the Unit Manager of Federal Hall 
National Memorial Building, which is located at 26 Wall St. The 
National Park Service has an organization aiming to develop an 
education pilot project which is experimental and media oriented.

Teachers are 
no longer telling you what you must do; rather, the individual must 
realize and meet his responsibilities in order to achieve his educa¬ 
tional needs or goals. In other words the internship program is for 
those students who are willing to learn, not only from books but 
from actual days to day experiences.

,and Bushwick was at the crucial moment—the last relay, which was 
all or nothing. And, they did it! 

Bushwick beat Aviation H.S. 48-47 in a tight meet all the way, 
and it was the win of the final relay that made Bushwick the vic¬ 
tor and City Champ (last year, Bushwick lost the championship 
with the same score, 48-47). They may have played it pretty close, 
but Bushwick came through, as usual, with their winning 400 yard 
Freestyle Relay, Jose Dacunha, Tony Garcia, Willie Dejesus and 
Onix Soto, who pulled together to hit a winning time of 4:04.7, 
nine seconds less than the Relay’s regular time.
